REMARKS 


Claims 1 - 16 are pending in the application. Claims 1, 6, 7, 12, 17 and 19 have been 
amended. Claims 4, 5, 10, 11, 15, 16, 20 and 21 have been canceled. 

Appreciation is expressed for the telephonic interview between Stephen A. Terrile, 
Applicants' attorney, and Examiner Antony Nguyen-Ba conducted on February 8, 2006. During 
the interview Examiner Nguyen-Ba suggested certain claim amendments which would place the 
application in condition for allowance. Examiner Nguyen-Ba also requested a copy of the 
Terminal Disclaimer referenced in the Response filed on June 13, 2005 be retransmitted. It was 
agreed that a Supplemental Amendment incorporating the claim amendments suggested by 
Examiner Nguyen-Ba would be filed along with the retransmittal of the Terminal Disclaimer.
